If v& arc challenged as to tho legality or 
propriety of this stance, the burden will be on tho plaintiff 
to find cone neons of obliging us to alter our position. ^Ad- 
ditionally, this will obviate the necessity of our providing 
staff assistance to research for material which is filed in no 
organised rj minor. It should have the effect of main. ua jjaing taw 
security of on-going sources and of preventing revelations about 
'tac conduct of persons still alive®
